IV. Strengthening of Communist Control over the Amy 


11. When Minister Alexej Cepicka was installed in the Ministry of National 
Defense on 26 April 1950, the purging of mmerous cadres of prewar officers 
who were either non-Commmists or merely Party cardholders and enemies of 
the Communist regime was finally achieved. Svoboda, who had strongly opposed 
this purge was the first to be ousted, The Party now has a free hand in 
assigning reliable Party members to the highest posts, regardless of the 
appointee's education and skill. Radical purges were also conducted prior 
to the arrival of Sovict "advisor", for such mn as Klapalek or Gencral Simon 
Drgac vould not have tolerated a Soviet “instructor. 
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12. Communist influence is no less felt in the ranks of the enlisted men, 25X1A 


Inductees of October 1950 are to be deprived of off-duty passcs, a measure 
calculated to isolate the man from the civilian population and expose them 
to pormanent Communist indoctrination. To make their restriction to barracks 
somewhat more tolerable, libraries, special service clubs, and entertain~ 
ments are organized, Local girls attending enterteinmnt for soldiers are 
selected by the Party secretariats. 


V. Arrival of Soviet Officers to Czechoslovakia 


13. Following the evacuation of Soviet treops from Czechoslovalda and durl 

the period 195-190, a gmail group af Soviet officers (about 25 in alld 
were left in Czechoslovakia, They were assigned to schools and training 
centers ag advisors in the pedagogical methods of the Soviet army and of 
Soviet army regulations, which had been uncfficially aprlicd by the Czecho- 
slovak army since 195, and from which Czechoslovak army regulations were 
being compiied. The officers also acted as observers in Czechoslovak mili- 
tary schools.

45. In 197 some Soviet air force officers arrived in Czechoslovakia with the 
delivery of 35 Pe~?2 aircraft to becom instructors in the 6th Air Force 
Division. These officers visited other air force units as well and partici- 
pated in maneuvers in army training camps whenever the air force tock part. 


16. In 199 a party of some 12 officers of the Sovict Tan’: Corps arrived at the 
Tank School, Dedice, and at the Gencral Staff Tank: Units Comaand. Their 
arrival was in comection with the first deliverios of T+~3l and JS III tans. 
In December 1949, one Red army coloml was attached to G-2 of the Gercral 
Staff. 


7. (then Cepicka took over the LINO, he immediately dismissed the minister's 
Cabinet and replaced the mmbers with his om staff, more or less selected 
ty the Party Central Committee. At the same time that Cepicka was inatalled 
and General Prochazka was acsigned to the General Staff, 18 high-ranicing 
Soviet advisors wre attached to Gencral Staff sections and individual army 
comands. They are directly subordinated to the Soviet Military Attache, 
Colonel General N. I. Gusev, who acts as atlvisor to the Chief of General 
Staff. Thus, the Soviets have achieved control of the Czechoslovak General 


Staff oo 
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18. In July 1950, large parties of Soviet instructors arrived in Prarue and 
Brno, They were assigned to Military District headquarters and to other 
formation headquarters, At the same time groups of Soviet pilots flew 
Soviet Yak aircraft to Slovatian airfields in Bratislava, Plestany, Tri 
Duby, to Moravian airfields in Brno and Byskov, and to Prague-Kbely and the 
airfield at Zatec. The arrival of Soviet air formations was camouflaged 
by the Czechoslovak radio as “assistance in the fight eapainst potato bugs". 


19. Also in the same period, the news was spread that 50,000 farmers fran 
Czechoslovakia were to be sent to USSR for schooling. This news was 
intermded to divert attention from the arrival of Soviet troops, but was 
apparently unsuccessful. 


20. Around 20 August 1950, two transports of Ned Army officers from Austria 
totaling 150 mon headed by Genoral. Yzukovie arrived in Ccs'e Budejovice, 
About 30 of the officers remained with the Ist Inf Div in Ceske Budejovice. 
The rest went to the 2nd Army Corps, Hq Pisek (N50/Q69), the 3rd Army Corps, 
Hq Pilsen, the lth Inf Div, Hq Pisek, lth Div, Hq Susice (N50/020), and 
the llth Div, Hq Pilsen. The presence of General Ysukovie (possibly a cover 
nane) and of numerous officers with the Ist Inf Div is of interest for the 
following reagons: 


a» Yaukovic and his party arrived from Austria. This could be explained 
as a Soviet effort to coordinate Czechoslovak units stationed in southern 
Bohemia with Soviet trocps in Austria. 


b. The Commanding General of the ist Inf Div is General Manus, former 
chief of G-2 General Staff. Ysukovic's presence with a division 
commanded by Hanus could indicate the cooperation in the intelligence 
field of Czechoslovak and Soviet organs oriented toward the US Zone 
of Austria. 


21. The presence of a Soviet tank specialist with the 13th Inf Div at Karlovy 
Vary seems to indicate prospective motorization of that unit. On 28 August, 
a Red Tank Corps colonel particinated in a review of the 6th Inf Regt at 
As accompanied by the 13th Div CO, Colonel Rytir, GSC. The following day 
anotacr Soviet colonel attended the celebration by the lth Mountain Div 
at Susice of the Slovakian National Insurrection anniversary, accompanied 
by Commending Gencral Bohuslav Lomsicy. 


22. On 8 September 1950, 40 Soviet officers landed at Muzyne airfield and were 
_  welleomed by Cepicka, Zapotoclay, and ar honor cempany of the 60th Inf Bn. 
from Motol (W1/L78). According to roliable information, the total mmbor 
of Soviet army officers in Szcchoslovalcia at the present time is about 300. 
They are attached to Generali Staff, all formations comands, military schools, 
and airy force units. By the end of 1950 a Soviet officer will be attached 
to ¢ach regimental and indopendent battalion headquarters. 


rl Vi. Construction and Improvement of Ratl, Highway, and Air Communications Systems 


23 | OF prime importance is the construction of a double~track railroad from 
Zilina (050/092)-Kosice (819/£3))-Sanok (unlocated) to Cop and the improve- 
- memt of the railroad network in eastern Slovaktea in germeral. 


I. ( Bridges in southern Moravia have been reinforced to carry the maximum per~ 

missible loads. Two 100-ton reinforced concrete bridges were completed 

at Jaroslavice east of Znojmo in May 1950. At the same tine » the construc~ 

tion of a reinforced concrete bridge near the customs house at Jaroslavice 

} on the Austrian highway was hastily begun. In October reinforcemcnt of 
the Vitava bridges between Volary (Nl9/055) and Horn4, Dvoriste (049/092). 
was started by Army engineer and labor units. This reinforcement of bridges 
on the Vitava in southern Bohemia is of importance to traffic fram southern 
Bohemia to the US Zone of Austria and to Germany on the Stralzonice-Ceske 
Krumlov~Lieng-Passau line 2] 
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25. In May 1950 the MNO placed an order in Switzerland for snow plows. Fifteen 
of these machines of the type used by the Swiss and Swedish armics are 
already in use on the Czechoslovak state highways. This type is supposedly 
very good for mountainous terrain and it secms probable that the Czecho- 
Slovak army intends to use them in the Sumava mountains. 


VII. Changes in the Organization and Location of tho Czechoslovak Army 


26. From February 1950 no basic changes in the location of the Czech army in- 
fluencing the western border system have taken place, The transfer of the 
Léth Inf Regiment from Sckolov to As at the end of January 1950 was dictated 
by local requirements of the 13th Inf Div which needed reinforcements for 
weak units of the SNB-~PS and which also needed labor for building forti-~ 
fications and obstacles in the As-Haglov areca. Of local importance was 
the transfer of the 10th Arty Regt from Prachatice to Klatovy in February 
1950. The 2nd Bn of the 10th Arty Regt remained in Prachatice. 


27. In May 1950 the 2nd Bn of the 35th Inf Regt was transferred from Klatovy to 
Doma#lice, and in April 1960 the Replacement Co of the 23rd Inf Regt from 
Zvolen arrived in Prichovicc near Nyrsko. On 15 March 190 the Military 
Academy for paratroopers (second course) was transferred to Zilina. The 
year 1950 has been marked by a wide scale recruitment among officers and 
enlisted men of all units for parachutists training, In spite of propa~ 
ganda via the press, the official INO gazette, Usech Youth Association, and 
visits by officcrs of the Paratroopers Training Center to various units, 
there were no signs of the enlietment drive ending, since the deadline has 
been oxtended several times. 


28, ‘hile no major changes in the situation have been recorded during sumer 
maneuvers (May ~ Auguot), in September 1950 a labor company of the Oth 
Inf Rect from Benesov was identified at Torazdovice (N50/Q39) engaged in 
reconditioning a cloister vinich is to house a regiment. One Soviet officer 
was seen inspecting the work. On 1 October the lst Inf Regt from Cesle 
Budejoviee was transferred to Cesky Krunlov. During September, a community 
farm at Volary consisting of eight inns and several houses was requisitioned 
and the occupants had to make the buildings available witiin 2) hours. 
This also occurred in adjacent villages. On 1 October, about 2,000 recruits 
arrived in Volary along with officers and their families. It is believed 
that this is either the Ist Inf Regt or the lth Inf eet. Prior to this 
date two campanies of the 66th Mountain Inf Regt were stationed at Volary. 
At the same time, about 0 men of an advanced party of the lst Inf feet 
(or 22nd Inf Regt) (sic) secured billets at Horni Plana (Nl9/063). 


29. By the boginning of Cctober the lst Bn of the 29th Inf Regt from Jindrichuv 
Hradec (050/R28) was transferred to Ceske Velenice (09/R2)). In Octcber 
soldiers of the 1949 classes wore identified in the Volary vicinity building 
a large underground switchboard (sic), The construction site is guarded 
by four men. 


30.- In October the headarters of the Sth Inf Regt was identificd at Jindrichuv 
Hradec. The Sth Inf Negt used to be statlond at Kladno and fomed pa.t 
of the Sth Mtrz Div, Prague. 


31. Perhaps the most outstanding change to tae place in the begi of 
October 1950 was the transfer of the 6th Inf Regt from As (presumably to 
the Army Training Center, Kynavart, and the preparationa for motorizing 
this regiment and the 33rd Inf Regt, Cheb (N51/P37). From 5 October, 
records wore turned in to regimental headquarters and materiel was packed 
and transported to the railway station. On 10 October, Lt. Rysavy, 
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Assistant Education Officer, called a meeting and stated that in order to 
prevent rumors, the 6th Inf Regt would be marched to its now destination 
on the nights of 11 and 12 October. Older class men, particularly mortar 
gun crewe and those charged with handling the horses wre to remain in As 
until 11 October to turn over equipment, etc. This regiment had been issued 
Soviet guns and mortars in August 1950 and until recently that equipment 
had been horsedrawn. On 1 October heavy artillery and mortar compariies were 
issued trailing hooks, an indication that these units will be motorized. 


VITI. General Information 


32. Army orders placed with the textile industry for the year 190 for uniforns 
ard various material were so large that they could not bo filled because 
of a shortage of ray materials. The jute industry received millions (sir) 
worth of orders for mattress covers and sacks. These orders can be filled 
only if ersatz material, such as paper, is used. The hemp industry received 
the followlng orders:

ik.| Summary | 
The speeding up of war preparations in Czechoslovakia and the entire Tastern 
Bloc is evident. Propaganda campaigns are being waged in schools, in the arnys 
and by all moans available to the state. More of a military than a political 
nature are the Russian language classes which are being offered. As far as — 
the strategic mission of the Czechoslovak amy is concerned, it seems that it 
is being regrouped in such a manner that units stationed in southern Bohemia 
and Moravia could take pert in the Soviet maneuvers from Austria, while forma- 
tions stationed in the Ohre river valley (1st Army Corps, 12th and ith Divs) 
could join operations of Soviet troops in Saxony. The 3rd Army Corps, Pilsen, 
(th and Lith Divs) is an operational group for maintaining liaison between 
both the aforementioned groups. The equipping of the Ozech army with Soviet 
equipment is far from being completed; several months will still be necessary 
before the wilertalcing is finished.
